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Cat killers 
plead guilty 


Animal rights activists 
protest outside 
local courthouse

Two teens accused of brutally 
killing a beloved family pet pleaded 
guilty in a Camrose courtroom yes¬ 
terday. 

Those in attendance 
heard the graphic retelling 
of the gruesome act com¬ 
mitted by a group of teens 
on Dec 29, which was fol¬ 
lowed by a round of gasps 
and disgusted remarks. 

"The cat was placed in a 
microwave for a substan¬ 
tial period of time," said 
Crown prosecutor John 
Laluk. "The sound of the cat 
screaming could be heard, and after 
10 minutes, the sound diminished 
and the cat died." 

In an agreed statement of facts, it 
was outlined to the court how the 
teens broke into a Camrose home 
through a basement window while 
the owners were on Christmas va¬ 
cation. 

After vandalizing the home, they 
returned the next night, this time, 
placing the family's pet cat, 
Princess, in a microwave. After¬ 
ward, they wrote "You had a nice 
cat" and "It's in the microwave" on 
the walls. 


When the 16 and 17-year-old 
walked out of court yesterday, they 
were hissed at by a number of ani¬ 
mal rights activists in the crowd. 

Chris Millsap, defense lawyer for 
the 17-year-old, said that the plea 
was changed to guilty on two 
counts of breaking and entering, 
and one count of unlawfully caus¬ 
ing pain and suffering to an animal, 
because the boys were extremely 
remorseful for the act. 

"This has been ex¬ 
tremely difficult," Millsap 
said. "My client and his 
family have had to leave 
town, a town they've lived 
in for a long time. Leaving 
Camrose hasn't allowed 
them to leave this behind 
them either." 

Millsap said that the 
youth has faced brutal harassment 
from other youth in the community 
since the crime. 

"Sometimes the penalties you pay 
are not the ones in court," said Voice 
For Animals founder Tove Reece. 
"The ones of the community can be 
worse, and are perhaps what these 
kids are looking at now. Perhaps 
they're starting to realize what they 
did." 

The pair will be sentenced July 
17. Two other teens charged in con¬ 
nection with the incident have 
pleaded not guilty. Their trial is set 
for November 17.

Snitch line leads 
to 50 evictions

With a little help from friends 
and neighbours, police are 
celebrating the one-year an¬ 
niversary of the Report A 
Drug House Program. 

Since police launched the 
drug-bust program, more 
than 1,000 complaints have 
been called in, including 50 
that led to evictions and nine 
condemned houses. 

One of those busts in¬ 
cluded the property of owner 
and landlord Connie John, 
who was unknowingly rent¬ 
ing to alleged drug dealers. 

"I didn't believe it at first," 
she said. "They showed me 
pictures of known people in 
the drug community (by the 
house.) I was shocked." 

She said having to remove 
the tenant, a mother of two, 
was difficult for her, being a 
single mother herself. 

"When we were in the ar¬ 
bitration, we cried," Jones 


said, referring to the decision 
to have the tenant removed. 
"It's hard because she had 
young kids." 

Const. Ron Smithman, one 
of the officers involved in the 
program, said he's seen a no¬ 
ticeable improvement with 
the situation since October. 


"I've visibly noticed a dif¬ 
ference in their neighbour¬ 
hoods," he said. "They don't 
have this fear in their com¬ 
munity that something will 
happen." 

Police say some indicators 
for residents to spot drug 
homes could include seeing 


high volumes of traffic, wit¬ 
nessing packages or cash ex¬ 
changed at the door, unusual 
amounts of garbage piled up, 
strong odours or blacked out 
windows. 

If people are aware of a po¬ 
tential drug house, they're 
told to call 429-8229.

34-year-old man

The Green Team successfully 
snatched a house full of pot 
before the large crop, totalling 
more than $1.4 million in 
street value, hit Edmonton's 
streets. 

Police descended on a 
house near 118 Avenue and 
70 Street Tuesday afternoon 
after an RCMP officer found 
grow operation equipment 
during a routine vehicle stop 


near Edson. 

Police obtained a warrant 
and searched the residence of 
the driver. 

Over 1,400 young mari¬ 
juana plants were seized 
during the raid. Police also 
seized around $15,000 in 
equipment for production 

Tho Huu Nguyen, 34, is 
facing a number of charges, 
including cultivation of mar¬ 
ijuana and possession for the 
purpose of trafficking.

Project to help 
troubled area, 
planners say

Officials behind a planned 
condo-project with a roof 
that glows during the night 
are touting it as 
much needed shot 
in the arm for a 
troubled neigh¬ 
bourhood. 

Mira, the first 
building in the Au¬ 
rora project being 
planned for 103 
Street and 105 Av¬ 
enue near the Baccarat 
Casino was unveiled yester¬ 
day at Aurora's presentation 
centre. 

The 23-storey tower will 
have 244 suites, spread be¬ 
tween the tower itself and a 
townhouse being built along 
with it. 


It will feature trellises on 
the roof that will be illumi¬ 
nated at night. 

The new construction 
project in the downtown 
core promises to "redefine 
downtown Edmonton as a 
world class urban centre," 
said Fraser Brinsmead, the 
local designer for the new 
complex. 

Aurora has already 
been put through 
three years of design 
and preparation and 
it's expected to be 
completed by 2014. 
Construction for the 
project that will 
house 2,500 people is 
expected to begin 
this fall. 

"(With this project) one of 
the things we're trying to 
get away from is people 
needing their cars," ex¬ 
plained Brinsmead. 

"Every car in the Mira 
phase is going to be under¬ 
ground."

Signs, signs, but not many il¬ 
legal signs in Edmonton say 
city bylaw officials as they 
continue their annual blitz on 
removing the makeshift ad¬ 
vertisements this month. 

Signs that are often seen on 
roadways that advertise real 
estate opportunities, garage 
sales or junk removal services 
are a hazard, says the city, as 
it distracts drivers and 
wrecks city equipment. 

But it appears residents 
and businesses are getting the 
message, says Keith Scott, a 
sign enforcement supervisor. 

City crews found 1,500 
signs in May compared to the 
2,300 signs they took down 
around the same time last 
year, Scott said. "That's a sub¬ 
stantial improvement and we 
want to keep it up," said Scott 
in a release. 

Bylaw officers took down 
more than 5,000 signs and is¬ 
sued 500 tickets during last 
year's blitz. A fine for each il¬ 
legal sign is $250.

City's economic 
prosperity blamed 
for shortage

If you find those bacon-dou¬ 
ble cheeseburger advertise¬ 
ments on your 
daily commute 
to be annoying, 
imagine looking 
at them after not 
eating for a few 
days, says Ed¬ 
monton's Food 
Bank. 

As today is National 
Hunger Awareness Day — a 
day to get people thinking 
about hunger issues — the 
city food bank's executive di¬ 
rector says the scenario is be¬ 
coming more of a problem in a 
booming city like Edmonton. 

"In Alberta we have a dif¬ 
ferent understanding of 
hunger," said Marjorie Bencz 


with the city's food bank. 

"We tend to assume that 
Alberta is a boom province. 
But with the boom you see 
increased housing costs and 
increased costs of food. Peo¬ 
ple are quite challenged by 
that." 

Increases in living expenses 
and soaring food costs have hit 
food banks hard, 
says Bencz. She 
says the trends 
are causing huge 
workloads for 
food banks and 
declines in food 
donations. 

Up to 80 per cent of the 
food at Edmonton's food 
bank is actually from the 
food industry, explains 
Bencz. 

The food bank collects "ed¬ 
ible but not marketable" 
goods such as day old bread 
or slightly bruised fruits and 
veggies — food that is still 
edible but not available on 
grocery store shelves. 


Race determines 
riding bikes both 
green and fast

pancy vehicle," Turnbull 
said.

Cadman tape doctored: Tories 


Audiotape at 
heart of explosive 
bribery accusations 

The Conservative party says 
a tape of Stephen Harper's 
conversation with a B.C. au¬ 
thor about "financial consid¬ 
erations" offered a dying MP 
was "doctored" and it is seek¬ 
ing a court order to block the 
Liberals from further use or 
reference to it. 

MP James Moore told re¬ 
porters yesterday that the 
party hired two audio special¬ 


ists to analyze the September 
2005 tape and they found it 
had been altered. 

"The (Tom) Zytaruk tape is 
completely discredited," 
Moore said. 

The tape has been at 
the centre of politically 
explosive allegations, 
made by Cadman's 
widow, Dona, and 
other family members, 
that the Tories offered B.C. in¬ 
dependent MP Chuck Cad¬ 
man a $1 million life 
insurance policy in exchange 
for his support on a key vote

in Parliament in May, 2005 
that could have brought down 
the minority government of 
Paul Martin. 

Tory officials have denied 
the $ 1 -million offer and 
Harper has sued the 
Liberals for libel for 
suggesting he and his 
party attempted to 
bribe Cadman for his 
vote. 

He is now seeking a court 
order to prevent further use 
of it by the Liberals. 

An RCMP probe concluded 
last month there was no evi-

recording, Harper tells Tom 
Zytaruk, the author of a book 
on Cadman, that an offer was 
made to the dying independ¬ 
ent MP "to replace financial 
considerations he might lose 
due to an election."

OTTAWA City police 
yesterday charged a man in 
connection with the murder 
of Mohamed Zalal, ending a 
nearly two-year long 
homicide investigation. 
Mahmoud Kayem, 23, was 
arrested without incident in 
Montreal in connection to the 


first-degree murder of Zalal, 
22, whose body was found on 
Aug. 19,2006 in a farm field at 
6059 Rockdale Road in Vars. 
The homicide was deemed by 
police to be “execution style” 
in nature. The investigation 
has been ongoing for nearly 
two years, but Kayem had 


been out of the country for a 
lengthy period and only 
returned to Canada in April, 
when Major Crime 
investigators were able to 
proceed with the probe. 

Police said further charges 
and arrests are expected.

Canadians concerned 
about their privacy 


44% say they 
know a victim of 
identity theft: Poll 

About 14 percent of Canadi¬ 
ans have had their identity 
stolen and nearly half know 
someone who had the same 
experience, a new poll 
shows. 

And most consumers are 
not confident that businesses 
will keep their personal in¬ 
formation safe. 

"Canadians are quite con¬ 
scious and concerned about 
the situation," said Jennifer 
Stoddart, the Privacy Com¬ 
missioner of Canada. 

She added that while exact 
figures are hard to find, the 
commission has calculated 
about 50,000 specific 
breaches, and possibly mil¬ 
lions more over the years. 

'All indications say to me 
that people are increasingly 
aware, are trying to take bet¬ 
ter care of their information," 


massive breach 

Retailer TJX's massive 
security breach, where 
hackers had stolen data 
from about 45-7 million 
credit and debit cards be¬ 
tween July 2005 and Janu¬ 
ary 2007, was one of the 
world's largest reported 
data breaches. 


Stoddart explained. 

The survey of 400 con¬ 
sumers, commissioned by 
software company CA 
Canada, showed that 44 per¬ 
cent said they knew someone 
who had suffered identity 
theft. 

Less than one percent was 
"very confident" that retail¬ 
ers could protect their online 
private customer data. Only 
nine percent could say the 
same about Canada's big 
banks, while federal and 
provincial governments re¬ 
ceived the highest confidence 
in their security at 12 per¬ 
cent.

Obama victory could be 
trouble for Harper, Tories 


A victory by Senator Barack 
Obama in November's U.S. 
presidential election could 
spell trouble for Prime Minis¬ 
ter Stephen Harper, critics say. 

They point to what they 
call the Conservative govern¬ 
ment's attempt to undermine 
Obama's campaign by leaking 
a memo days before Ohio pri¬ 
mary. 

That Canadian foreign af¬ 
fairs memo, based on a meet¬ 
ing between a Canadian 
official and an Obama cam¬ 
paign official, suggested that 


Obama had no intention of 
opening up the North Ameri¬ 
can Free Trade Agreement as 
he had been promising voters. 

Obama went on to secure 
enough delegate support this 
week to ensure his nomina¬ 
tion as the Democratic party's 
presidential candidate in Au¬ 
gust. 

"I think if Senator Obama 
wins in November, Mr. Harper 
... is going to have some ex¬ 
plaining to do," Liberal MP 
Bob Rae told reporters yester¬ 
day.

Debate rages over 
role of gender in 
Democratic race

"That's right, fight among 
yourselves," joked Republi¬ 
can presidential nominee 
John McCain during a recent 
appearance on Saturday 
Night Live. 

It could prove to be one of 
the key sound bites of the 
2008 U.S. election, and even 
after the apparent victory of 
Barack Obama over Hillary 
Clinton in the Democratic 
primaries this week, it does¬ 
n't look like the quarreling is 
going to end. 

Clinton's loss is viewed, 
certainly among her support¬ 
ers in the Democratic party, 
as a victory for old-fashioned 
sexism more than any vali¬ 
dation of Obama or his cam¬ 
paign, and one of the 
standard bearers for this 
viewpoint is the New York- 
based Women's Media Cen¬ 
ter, which released a video 
last month to the Internet 


that collects what they con¬ 
sider the lowlights of the 
media's responses to Clin¬ 
ton's campaign. 

Titled Sexism Sells, But 
We're Not Buying It, it fea¬ 
tures many name TV and 
cable news pundits and talk¬ 
ing heads — Chris Matthews 
of MSNBC's Hardball fea¬ 
tures prominently — refer¬ 
ring to Clinton as a 
ball-breaker, a nag, a shrew, 
and the stereotypical image 
of a man's hated first wife. 


The speakers range from 
the right to the left side of the 
political spectrum, with the 
more vicious often coming 
from within the ranks of 
Democratic Party supporters. 

The issue isn't whether 
sexism reared its head during 
Clinton's campaign — it ob¬ 
viously did — but how much 
of that sexism came from the 
party she hoped to represent, 
and how it will linger into the 
campaign ahead between 
Obama and John McCain. 


After all, it has to be remem¬ 
bered that up to this point, 
what Republicans think 
about Clinton has had very 
little play in how voters in 
Democratic primaries have 
cast their ballots. 

On YouTube, one of the 
video responses to the 
WMC's clip accuses Obama 
of tacit acceptance of the sex¬ 
ism that they see as defeating 
Clinton, which they insist 
will tarnish his campaign. 
Clinton told the Associated 


Press on Tuesday that she 
would be open to running as 
Obama's vice-presidential 
pick, if only to help unify the 
party, though there's two 
months to go until August's 
Democratic convention in 
Denver, and the fractious in¬ 
ternal politics of the party to 
deal with until then. 

The whole issue is compli¬ 
cated by the issue of Clinton's 
husband, former president 
Bill Clinton, who was as 
likely to be viewed as a liabil¬ 


ity to her campaign as an 
asset, and legitimate ques¬ 
tions about Clinton's own 
personality, none of which 
will be answered until such 
time as another woman de¬ 
cides to run the gauntlet of 
the U.S. primaries and make 
a bid for president. In a Globe 
and Mail piece this week, at 
least three future candidates 
were mentioned — Demo¬ 
cratic governors Janet 
Napolitano of Arizona, Kath¬ 
leen Sebelius of Kansas, and 
Republican Texas senator 
Kay Bailey Hutchison. 

And in the end, the mere 
fact of Clinton's candidacy is 
regarded as an awkward but 
necessary step forward. Last 
month, U.S. presidential his¬ 
torian Doris Kearns Goodwin 
told the New York Times that 
Clinton's campaign was 
mostly undone by "strategic, 
tactical things that have 
nothing to do with her being 
a woman ... When people 
look at the arc of the cam¬ 
paign, it will be seen that 
being a woman, in the end, 
was not a detriment and, if 
anything, it was a help to 
her."

Food summit calls 
for revolution in 
continent’s farming 

A UN summit on the global 
food crisis asked rich nations 
yesterday to help revolution¬ 
ize farming in Africa and the 
developing world to produce 
more food for nearly 1 billion 
people facing hunger. 

"The global food crisis is a 
wake-up call for Africa to 


launch itself into a 'green rev¬ 
olution' which has been over- 
delayed," Nigerian Agriculture 
Minister Sayyadi Abba Ruma 
said on the second day of the 
three-day summit. 

"Every second, a child dies 
of hunger," he told Reuters. 


"The time to act is now. 
Enough rhetoric and more 
action." 

The UN Food and Agricul¬ 
ture Organization called the 
summit after soaring com¬ 
modity prices threatened to 
add 100 million more people to 


the 850 million already going 
hungry and caused food riots 
that threaten government sta¬ 
bility in some countries. 

The cost of major food 
commodities has doubled 
over the last couple of years, 
with rice, corn and wheat at 
record highs. The Organiza¬ 
tion for Economic Co-opera¬ 
tion and Development sees

The FDA said it was probing 
about 30 reports of cancer in 
children and young adults 
treated with TNF blockers plus 
other immune-suppressing 
medicines between 1998 and 
April 29, 2008.

A fourth TNF blocker, 
UCB'sCimzia, won FDA ap¬ 
proval on April 22, 2008.

U.S. Hispanics bear 
brunt of housing 
market crisis 

The U.S. housing slump is 
disproportionately hitting 
Hispanic workers, as they 
lost 250,000 jobs in the con¬ 
struction sector last year and 
now face higher 
unemployment 
rates, according 
to a study re¬ 
leased yesterday. 

The season¬ 
ally-adjusted un¬ 
employment rate 
for Hispanics 
rose to 6.5 per cent in the 
first quarter of 2008, well 
above the 4.7 per cent rate 
for all non-Hispanics. 

That compares to a his¬ 
toric low between the two 
groups of 0.5 percentage 
points at the end of 2006. 

"They have been hit espe¬ 
cially hard," said Rakesh 
Kochhar, associate director 


for research at the Pew His¬ 
panic Center, a Washington 
think-tank. 

Immigrant Hispanics, es¬ 
pecially Mexicans, have been 
hurt the most by the slow¬ 
down in construction, with 
unemployment reaching 7.5 
per cent in the first quarter 
this year, the report said. 

Out of the 
221,000 immi¬ 
grants that left 
the sector last 
year, 152,000 
were Mexicans. 

Despite the 
adverse labour 
trend, which has 
also led to lower wages, there 
is no indication that immi¬ 
grants, legal or illegal, are 
choosing to leave the coun¬ 
try, Kochhar said. 

"We did not find signs they 
are leaving the labour mar¬ 
ket," he said. 

"They are here and they 
are looking for work."

Rwandan rebels kill six Congolese

Newest addition 
to space station 
powered up 

Japan's space lab is now open 
for business, science — and 
art. 

Astronauts aboard the In¬ 
ternational Space Station 
floated into the lab module 
yesterday after power was ac¬ 
tivated, kick-starting Japan's 
permanent place in space. 

"The Kibo module is now 
open," said Japanese astro¬ 
naut Akihiko Hoshide, before 
the opening of the hatch. 

Hoshide, brandishing a sign 
that said "Welcome" in Eng¬ 
lish and Japanese, then 
floated in with his crewmates. 

Dubbed "Kibo" or "Hope," 
the lab was delivered by the 
shuttle Discovery, which 
blasted off from the Kennedy 
Space Center in Florida on 
Saturday for a two-week mis¬ 
sion that has included a 
plumbing call to the orbital 
outpost. 

On Tuesday, Kibo was at¬ 
tached to the Harmony mod¬ 
ule, which serves as a 


connecting node for several 
station components. 

After the grand opening, the 
astronauts got to work outfit¬ 
ting the lab, installing the first 
of its racks. A total of 23 racks 
will eventually be installed, 
10 of which will be devoted to 
science experiments. 

Kibo is the centerpiece of 
this mission, making the $ 100 


billion US station and the sci¬ 
entific experiments conducted 
on it a global effort in space. 

Kibo is a bus-sized addition 
to the station and is the 
largest of its laboratories. 

Shaped like a cylinder, it is 
about 37 feet long and 15 feet 
in diameter and weighs about 
32,000 pounds. 

The entire lab is so big it 


needs three shuttle flights for 
launch and assembly. The 
current mission is the second 
devoted to it. 

Areas of research will in¬ 
clude materials sciences, fluid 
physics and biomedicine. Kibo 
also will also have a cultural 
flavour and host activities like 
art and dance. 

The cultural activities will 


merge with the scientific, 
with plans for a "space gar¬ 
den" based on a traditional 
and intricate Japanese gar¬ 
dening pattern. Each art ex¬ 
periment will be the 
brainchild of a Japanese 
artist. 

During the mission's second 
spacewalk today, astronauts 
Michael Fossum and Ronald 
Garan will begin the external 
outfitting of Kibo. 

This will include installing 
two cameras that will be used 
to judge clearances and spac¬ 
ing for the module's robotic 
arm. 

Earlier yesterday, cosmo¬ 
naut-plumber Oleg 

Kononenko, a member of the 
space station crew, tackled 
the critical job of fixing the 
sole toilet aboard the outpost 
with apparently successful re¬ 
sults. 

Kibo's launch had been on 
hold for years because of de¬ 
lays to the construction of the 
station. 

NASA has just two years to 
complete assembly before the 
shuttle fleet's retirement.

Obama figured only briefly 
in the trial and had severed his

Obama’s name came up 
peripherally during the 
two-month trial as a recipi¬ 
ent of campaign donations 
generated by Rezko for his 
U.S. Senate race in 2004. 


connections with Rezko. But 
the Republican National Com¬ 
mittee immediately issued a 
statement noting the verdict 
came right after Obama came 
"wheezing over the finish line" 
to beat party rival Hillary 
Clinton. 

"This is further proof that 
Obama's high-flying rhetoric 
is just that... today's verdict 
and Obama's friendship with 
Rezko raise serious questions 
about whether he has the 


judgment to serve as presi¬ 
dent," it said. 

A federal jury convicted 
Rezko of 16 of 24 counts 
against him for using his in¬ 
fluence over two Illinois gov¬ 
ernment boards to extort 
millions of dollars in bribes 
and campaign donations. The 
52-year-old will be sentenced 
in early September, about two 
months before the general 
election. 

"I'm saddened by today's 
verdict," Obama said in a 
statement "This isn't the Tbny 
Rezko I knew." 

The Syrian-born property 
developer and restaurant en¬ 
trepreneur was a close friend 
of Obama's and their ties cre¬ 
ated some sparks in the pri¬ 
mary Contest.

Agreement in doubt 


Countries squabble 
over wording at 
UN food crisis summit 

.S. Agriculture Secretary Ed 
Schafer said yesterday he 
doubted the UN food crisis 
summit in Rome would yield a "posi¬ 
tive agreement" on biofuels as coun¬ 
tries squabbled over wording of a 
joint-declaration. 

The summit is due to issue a state¬ 
ment today, at the end of the three- 
day meeting in Rome, in which 
countries will "commit to eliminating 
hunger and to securing food for all." 

But disagreements over the impact 
on food prices of biofuel — where 


foodstuffs are converted into fuel as a 
substitute for gasoline — threatened 
to deprive the summit of a forceful 
final declaration, delegates said. 

"I doubt there will be a positive 
agreement on biofuels," Schafer told 
reporters when asked if he expected 
the summit declaration to contain a 
global agreement on the issue. 

Schafer, the head of the U.S. dele¬ 
gation, said he hoped the summit 
could still negotiate acceptable word¬ 
ing on the issue. Washington has 
come under fire from several coun¬ 
tries for diverting an increasing share 
of its maize harvest into fuel. 

"While we await the next draft, it 
looks as though consensus on this im¬ 


portant issue is in reach," Schafer said 
in a statement issued subsequently to 
clarify his comments. 

The Japanese delegation is among 
the countries pushing for the declara¬ 
tion to reflect concerns about biofuels. 

"We don't want to see biofuel pro¬ 
duction being pursued at the expense 
of food production so we have to find 
a balance," Kazuo Kodama, Japanese 
foreign ministry spokesman, said. 

"We think that both objectives 
(food and fuel production) can be pur¬ 
sued in a harmonious manner so we 
hope we can find a mutually accept¬ 
able wording, which will satisfy both 
sides," he said. 

Ahead of the summit, diplomats at 


the Food and Agriculture Organiza¬ 
tion drafted a brief and seemingly in¬ 
nocuous statement for their heads of 
delegation to sign off on. But biofuels 
was one of the areas left open for dis¬ 
cussion at the summit itself. 

Once touted as a green alternative 
to crude oil, biofuels have come 
under attack from environmentalists, 
who doubt their ability to reduce 
greenhouse gases, and hunger cam¬ 
paigners who say they should not be 
promoted due to their inflationary 
impact on food prices — hotly dis¬ 
puted by the United States.

Consumers spend 
$19.5B on food 
they don’t eat 

T ry to imagine 35,000 hulk¬ 
ing African elephants bar¬ 
relling down a major city 
street, and you'll come close to 
picturing the quantity of food 
we throw out each year. 

That's more than 210 mil¬ 
lion kilograms of food. Most of 
it edible. Much of it still in its 
original packaging. 

And that's just residences, 
the largest single group con¬ 
tributor to food waste. Try to 
conceptualize that others — 
food manufacturers, restau¬ 
rants, grocery stores and com¬ 
mercial enterprises such as 
schools or hospitals — to¬ 
gether discard even more. 

Food waste is taking on 
growing significance as food 
prices sky-

around the globe stand in 
sharp contrast to what might 
be considered a tragicomedy 
of the Western world: The in¬ 
credible volume of edible food 
that is simply thrown away. 

A British study released this 
month provided perhaps the 
most comprehensive look ever 


at the problem of food waste. 

After analyzing the trash of 
more than 2,000 households, 
the study determined that 
more than 6.7 million tonnes 
of food, or about one-third of 
the food bought, is thrown out 
in the United Kingdom every 
year. 

A 1997 study by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture 
found a similar result: 27 per 
cent, or 44 billion kilograms, 
of edible food is never eaten— 
about a half-kilogram of waste 
per person per day. (The data 
is currently being updated.) 

Every day in the U.K., folks 
throw out seven million 
slices of bread, 660,000 eggs, 
1.2 million sausages, 2.8 mil¬ 
lion tomatoes, 1.6 million ba¬ 
nanas, 700,000 packages of 
chocolate and 260,000 pack¬ 
ages of cheese — that have 
never been 
opened — ac¬ 
cording to the 
report, written 
by the Waste 
& Resources 
Action Pro¬ 
gramme, or WRAP. 

Overall, 61 per cent of all 
the food waste could have 
been eaten if consumers bet¬ 
ter planned and stored their 
food purchases, WRAP says. 
Fifteen per cent of the food 
hadn't even been opened. Five

per cent was still within the 


best-before date. 

The report warned of the 
implications for society. 

Consumers, for one, are 
spending more than 10 billion 
British pounds (about $19.5 
billion Canadian) on food they 
don't eat. And all the rotting 
food pumps more than 18 mil¬ 
lion tonnes of carbon dioxide, 
a greenhouse gas, into the at¬ 
mosphere. Stopping that 
would be the equivalent of 
taking one in five cars off the 
road. 

Then there's the cost of col¬ 
lecting, transporting and land- 
filling the food. 

Food waste also happens in 
the places we buy the food. 

Some grocery stores are 
notorious for discard¬ 
ing perfectly edible 
food. 


Jonathan Bloom, a journal¬ 
ist in Chapel Hill, N.C., decided 
to get a job at a grocery store 
to find out just how much 
food and produce was 
"culled." 

"Basically, I showed up 
there and they put me to work 
throwing out food," says 
Bloom, who is writing a book 
on food waste and maintains 
a blog, wastedfood.com. 

On his first morning, he 
was ordered to dump 23 kilo¬ 
grams of fruit and vegetables 
— much of it packaged with 
"sell-by" dates for that day. 

"It was frustrating, because 

I'd have to take these apples 
and bell peppers that I'd 
be happy to eat to the 
back room and 
throw them 
out."

Convenience foods such as 
ready-cut vegetables and 
ready-to-eat meals are also 
major waste culprits. 

In the U.K., major grocery 
retailers such as Tesco stock 
huge coolers full of ready¬ 
made sandwiches, soups and, 
indeed, entire meals. The 
WRAP study found that 
330,000 unopened processed- 
meat-based meals are tossed 


every day in the U.K. 

Wasted food can end up in 
landfill, where it is one of the 
main sources of greenhouse 
gases, particularly methane, 
which is more dangerous to 
the environment and traps 
more heat in the atmosphere 
than carbon dioxide. 

Already 38 per cent of 
Canada's methane emissions 
come from landfills, says 
Susan Antler, executive direc¬ 
tor of the Composting Coun¬ 
cil of Canada. "This is coming 
from organics. So it's a cli¬ 
mate-change issue. We've got 
to get them out of the land¬ 
fill." 

Wasting food is a curiosity 
of modern life: It is one of the 
few issues on which there is 
universal agreement — it's 
bad. Yet, as we keep buying 
and dumping our edibles, it is 
also, paradoxically, an issue 
few people seem willing to do 
anything about.

When Detroit defenceman

Not just for the birds 



A pedestal birdbath at a height of about three feet off the ground 
gives birds a sense of security, as does a hanging birdbath. But do re¬ 
member to put a birdbath where you can watch it (since the show is 
for you) and make sure it is within easy reach of a garden hose. 


T his time of year is 
alive with birds 
chirping and war¬ 
bling, and the insistent 
peeping of bird babies 
squawking to be fed. You 
can’t go wrong with a bird¬ 
bath — we love the way a 
birdbath looks. And who 
doesn’t? It adds a touch of 
whimsy in your green 
space, and adds the de¬ 
lightful presence of water, 
and last but not least, it at¬ 
tracts birds. 

Birds not only need 
water to drink, but they 
need it to groom them¬ 
selves, to keep their feath¬ 
ers waterproof. In

addition, birds love to 
splash and play in the 
water. And don’t think a 
bird bath is only for the 
summer. Water is vital to 
birds all year round. In 
fact, a birdbath with an im¬ 
mersible heater set at a low 
level to keep the water 
from freezing, may attract 
a lot of very thankful birds 
during the cold months. 
Bird baths come in huge 
range of styles — some, in 
fibreglass resin, are formed 


into the shape of vines and 
leaves — try to keep away 
from the fairies or gnomes. 
Others are a stone or mar¬ 
ble composite or even con¬ 
crete, and some are made 
of metals — pounded cop¬ 
per, wrought iron, or recy¬ 
cled aluminum with a 
verdigris finish. Gorgeous! 

Glazed ceramic or glass 
or enamel tends to be slip¬ 
pery — and birds may avoid 
a birdbath in these smooth 
finishes. Putting aquarium 
gravel in the bottom of a 
birdbath may help, but 
will make cleaning more 
complicated. In addition, 
bird baths in some of these 
finishes will crack or shat¬ 
ter if the water happens to 
freeze. Sometimes a well- 
intentioned bird bath is 
not used by birds. 

Why? 


First of all, birds tend to 
prefer a more natural look¬ 
ing bird bath — such as 
stone, or cement, or weath¬ 
ered-looking metal. Birds 
can shy away from what 
looks artificial. 

The depth of a bird bath 
is also important — birds 
prefer a shallow dish, and 
will avoid one that is deep. 

A shallowly sloping dish 
with a depth of no more 
than three inches in the 
centre is ideal. 

Think about the place¬ 
ment of a bird bath as well. 
Birds will not visit a bird 
bath that is out in the 
open — they feel vulnerable 
to predators such as cats, 
snakes or hawks. Make sure 
it is within a five or six feet 
of a tree or high bush, so 
they can fly away to a high 
spot when they feel threat¬ 


ened. Also, avoid putting 
birdbaths beside thick 
shrubbery or bushes where 
predators can hide. 

Last but not least, the 
water in a birdbath must 


be changed every few days 
to keep it fresh and clean 
and safe for birds.

McCartney, who collabo¬ 
rated with OneRepublic's 
Ryan Tedder to write Bleed¬ 
ing Love, says he now has 
many new writing opportu¬ 
nities to choose from. In ad¬ 
dition, he has a long list of 
artists he would love to write 
material for, including Sean 
Kingston and Mariah Carey. 

"I've always wanted to do 
a record for Mariah, so I'm in 


the middle of writing some 
stuff with her in mind, but 
she doesn't know it I don't 
think," McCartney tells 
Metro. 'And I know Simon 
(Cowell) definitely wants 
Ryan and I to get back in and 
start writing for the next 


Idols that are coming up." 

McCartney had known 
about Tedder's writing abili¬ 
ties for a while, and the pair 
decided to meet up prior to the 
release of OneRepublic's radio 
and ringtone hit Apologize. 

McCartney says he was in 


the studio working with Ted¬ 
der on material for Departure 
— McCartney's latest studio 
album—when they came up 
with the tune Bleeding Love. 

The track didn't make the 
cut on Departure, so it was 
temporarily put aside while 


the album was recorded. 

"We decided collectively 
that (Bleeding Love) was more 
of a feminine song. And when 
it got pushed to the side some¬ 
how Simon Cowell got his 
sticky fingers on it and so did 
Clive Davis," he says. 

"Leona had just won X-Fac- 
tor and they were looking for 
like a pop ballad, and we 
passed it her way and she tore 
it apart. It was really kind of a 
perfect storm situation and 
took us all by surprise." 

Unlike his previous al¬ 
bums, Departure is just that 
— an effort to move on to 
something new and different. 

"The last couple of years 
have been interesting, I feel 
like I've opened a new chap¬ 
ter," says McCartney about 
the basis for his songs.

LIFE IS SHORT, TV IS 
LONG: It’s at least five 
years past its prime, but 
The Simpsons rolls on, a 
comforting TV presence 
that, thanks to its om¬ 
nipresence in syndication, 
is more like a utility than a 
TV show these days. That 
train will keep rolling, 
thanks to news that Fox has 
renewed its deal with cre¬ 
ator Matt Groening, allow¬ 
ing the animated sitcom to 
air a 20 th season that will 
tie it with Gunsmoke as the 
longest-running show in 
prime time, according to an 
official announcement 
from the network this 
week. 


Reaching Gunsmoke’s 
record has been a longtime 
goal of Groening, who 
briefly thought the Simp¬ 
sons was creatively winding 
down several years ago, be¬ 
fore embarking on a Simp¬ 
sons movie and pressing on 
into the show’s third 
decade. 

As Terry Morrow of the 
Knoxville News Sentinel 
pointed out, this doesn’t 
make the show anything 
like the longest-running se¬ 
ries on television, as it has a 
long way to go before 
matching the records set by 
two soap operas (As The 
World Turns with 52 years, 
and Guiding Light, now 56 
years old) or NBC’s Meet The 
Press (61 years, though it 
was a radio show for two 
years before its 1947 debut.)
